In the 1663 pedigree (?inserted in a Visitaion book) Elias Ashmole gives his earliest ancestor as 
John Ashmole of Elford, Staffs. c1532 FAS lists no familes of the name of Ashmole but does list two 
families named Carter at Elford one of which is headed by a John Carter (with two wives Isabel and 
Elizabeth) and five children Alice, Elizabeth, Edward, John and Catherine. Elias names his 
grandparents as Thomas Ashmole [ALIAS Cater] (twice Chief Bailiff of Lichfield) and Anne Hand. 
Their marriage appears to have taken place on 28 Jan 1575.6 at Lichfield St Mary. Two years later 
one Thomas Ashmole married 28 Jul 1578 at Lichfield St Mary to Ann Bowyer. If in fact Elias 
confused these two marriages it would permit Thomas Ashmole of Lichfield, Staffs corvisor 1576- 
1624 (below) to have been born to Thomas and Ann Hand. The date of christening of Thomas 
Ashmole ALIAS Cater's first child Elizabeth (11 Oct 1579) permits her mother to have been Ann 
Bowyer. Some account of the other local Ashmoles is given below. The whole needs careful 
rechecking against primary sources. I am indebted to W.R.A. Woodward for supplying much useful 
ancillary information.

"his lease and tithe to a tenement in Sadlers Street to his son Thomas. His son John got another 
tenement near St. Mary's Church in Lichfield. He gave his son William a barn in Baker's Lane. His 
son Edward received two acres of arable land in Byrrihill. His daughter Joan also received two 
acres of arable land in a field called Boley. His son Robert got twelve pence. His son George got 7 
acres of arable land in Sandfield and Burrowstopfield. Other land and property was divided 
between his sons William, John and Richard. His wife Joan received the tenement in which they 
were living. This would go to his son Edward after his wife died. The household goods went to his 
children Edward George and Joan, the latter also getting a barn and a backside in Frog Lane. "
